FOR MAGRUDER 


House Naval Affairs Leader 
Upholds Charges 


McClintic States Accusations 
Hit Nail on Head 


“Overnead” Draws Criticism 
of Representative 


HOT SPRINGS (Ark) Sept. 25. ( 
Representative McClintic of Okla- 
homa, second ranking Democrat 
member of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, issued a statement here 
today upholding charges recently 
made by Admiral Thomas P. Magrud- 
er in an article published in the Sat- 
urday Evening Post urging naval 
economy. 

Mr. McClintic, who has been four- 
teen years in the House and who took 
an important part in the aircraft in- 
quiry centering around Col. William 
Mitchell, giving his support to the 
“stormy petrel” of-the air service, is 
quoted as saying that every member 
of the Naval Affairs Committee knows 
the charges made by Admiral Ma- 
gruder are true, and that while the 
statements may result in the officer 
being disciplined they can not be 
refuted successfully. 


CHARGES UPHELD 


“Admiral Magruder's article relating 
to the inefficiency of the United 
States Navy hits the nail on the head 
when it comes to diagnosing some of 
the evils which gradually are under- 
mining the morale of the Navy,” said 
Mr. McClintic. 

“The enormous cost of maintaining 
the seven navy yards on the East 
Coast is not warranted, and at least 
half of them should be abolished. 
However, this will hardly be possible 
as long as each Congressional district 
having such a yard has a member of 
Congress assigned to the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee. 

“Admiral Magruder’s reference to 
the excessive number of officers and 
those stationed on land is timely and 
important. There are available plenty 
of officers to man our idle destroy- 
ers, which probably are the most em- 
cient type of ships in the Navy. 

“At present these are berthed in 
great numbers at Philadelphia and 
San Diego, rotting and rusting be- 
cause of nonuse. During the World 
War, before aircraft had reached any 
degree of efficiency, our battleships 
were parked up the York River un-

Department Will Establish 
1500 Rural Schools 


Indians Present Obstacles to 
Educational Plan 


Campaign Made Difficult by 
Many Languages 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 25. (Exclu- 
sive)—One thousand five hundred ad- 
ditional rural schools will be estab- 
lished next year by the Department 
of Federal Instruction, according to a 
statement issued by the department 
today. While the budgets for all oth- 
er departments of the government 
are reduced for the next year, that for 
a campaign against illiteracy among 
the Indians and peasants will be in- 
creased, as President Calles is anxious 
to do everything possible to continue 
effectively during the last year of 
his administration the fight on illit- 


eracy. 
SELECT TEACHERS 

Adready 1500 centers of illiteracy m 
the interior have been selected for 
establishment of new schools and the 
department is now selecting teachers 
for the posts. This is no easy mat- 
ter as the teachers must know the 
Indians and have their confidence, 
otherwise they are liable to be driven 
out of the community. 

In many district where schools will 
be opened the Indians still speak in 
Indian tongues, often to the exclu- 
sion of Spanish. This makes close 
communities with strong prejudice 
against the white mand culture and 
frequently the determination to ex- 
clude sc because they will kill 
the old customs and manner 
of life. 

As an indicatioh of the power of the 
Indian exclusiveness, a Mexican edu- 
cator said today: 

“More than 1,000,000 Indians still
